The plaintiffs, said Mr. Overend, were 
respectively owners and lessees of the Arigna 
Coal Mine, while the deféndants were Jessees 
of an adjoining mine, and the questions which 
arose iú the action involved trespass by one 
upon the other, As far back»as 1924 a writ 
was issued by the plaintifis against the de- 
fendant Michael Layden claiming au injunc- 
tion to restrain trespass by the defendant on 
the plaintiffs’ mine, an inquiry as to values, 
aud an order to erect such barriers as might 
be necessary to sever the two mines, the one 
from the other., It was obvious, as soon as 
that action was commenced, that the pro- 
ceedings would be very costly and very diffi- 
cult, There was on this mountain where the 
mines existed no boundary in nature hetween 
the land which the plaintiffs owned and the 
‘and which the defendants owned, and if that 
vere so on the surface it would be even more 
difficult to ascertain where the boundary was 
underground, and accordingly a consent was 
entered into on the 2nd September, 1924, 
providing that all further proceedings in the 
action be stayed and all disputes determined 
by an expert surveyor appointed by Mr. 
Lyburn, of the Ministry of culture 
The surveyor was to find the facts, and to 
find what sum was to be paid by way of 
damages, by whom to whom. It was pro- 
vided that the surveyor’s report should be 
binding on all parties, and the parties under- 
took to carry it into @ffect. Mr. Arthur 
Hassam was appointed to carry out this 
work, but he Fs om time after making his 
report. The consent really é peter for an 
accurate ascertainment of materia! facts 
required to be known in order to put the 
parties in a ition to determine their rights 
without duster proceedings, and the parties 
entered into a contract which was contained 
in the consent, and that contract was that 
Mr. Hassam’s report should’ be binding 
between the parties. Plaintiffs said that this 
was a valid contract, and none of these 
matters which Mr. Hassam had found and 
reported could be re-opened now. That was 
a question that arose on the construction of 
the consent. 
Mr. Justice Johnsion—Do the defendants 

ute this consent? 

r. Overend—They say that that consent 
is in truth a submission to arbitration; that 
the report was an award, notwithstanding the 
that an award was expressly provided 
for, and that as an award it is insufficient. 
Mr. G. Walker—We accept the final con- 
clusion of the report and are quite willing to 
stand over it. 

Mr. Overend said that Mr. Hassam found 
that there had been trespass both ways, and 
that the value of the coal abstracted by the 
defendants from the plaintifis’ mine was 
£2,432, and that there had been ancient 
trespass by the plaintiffs, the value of the 
coal abstracted by them being £3,755. Mr. 
Hassam found these sums payable, subject to 
the Statute of Limitations. If both sums 
were payable, the balance would be payabie 
by the plaintiffs to the defendants ; but if, on 
the other hand, the plaintiffs were entitled to 
rely on the Statute of Limitations, then the 
only sum payable would be by the deiendants 
to the plaintiffs. 
VUESTIONS FOR DECISION. 
The questions for the decision of the Court 
were whether, upon the true construction of 
the consent, the report of Mr. Hassam and 
the findings therein ate binding upon the 
rties, and whether, upon the findings in 
he report, the plaintiffs Mas a good defence 
to the defendants’ counter-elaim, pursuant, to 
the Statute 16 and 17 Vic., cap. 1 and 3. 
The defendants’ counter-claim was for 
£3,753 1s. 6d., the value of the coal stated to 
have been abstracted by the plaintifis from 
their mine, 
Mr. Overend submitted that the findings of 
Mr. Hassam were binding on the parties, and 
that on the findings the plaintiffs had a good | 
defence to the counter-claim 
Mr. G. Walker said that the old action 
was, in general terms, for an injunction and 
an inguiry, and the writ did rot specify any 
limitation of the period in respect of which 
damages were sought. That action did not 
proceed beyond the writ, and there was no 
pleading of the Statute of Limitations and 
no definition of the time from which the 
inquiry should commence. What was agreed 
to be referred to Mr, Hassam, the surveyor 
or arbitrator, were all disputes and difierences 
Letween the parties in the manner described 
in the consent. He ,submitted that Mr. 
Hassam’s report conten ified a further step 
to make a complete award. The report 
omitted to decide some points that should 
have been decided, and the omission to deal 
with all matters in dispute, the reservation 
of them, and the referring of them to the 
Court would render the award incomplete, 
and have the effect of voiding the whole 
award, 
Mr. Justice Johnston observed that it was 
by virtue of the award that the defendants 
claimed the £3,753. It was a selt-denying

Mr. G. Walker replied that it was not a 
self-denying ordinance.

A QUESTION OF CONVERSION. 
EF H . 
JUSTICE FITZGIBBON AND MA. JUSTICE 
_ MURNAGHAN,) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendant in the case of Davies. v. Alex- 
ander from an order of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
dated 30th November last, declaring, in 
answer to the second of the questions sub- 
mitted to him for decision in an originating 
summons, that the two undivided thirds of 
the lands of Lemonaghan Straduff, in the 
barony of Garry Castle, King’s County, to 
which Mary Jane Alexander, deceased, was 
entitled in fee-simple, were converted in 
equity into personal estate on the passing of 
the Land Act of 1923, and that accordingly 
it was not necessary to answer the third, 
fourth and fifth questions submitted. 

The proceedings had arisen in the matter 
of an indenture or settlement, dated 25th 
January, 1858, made between Nathaniel 
Alexander, of the one part; Edward Bate- 
man and John Bateman, of the second part, 
and Benjamin Harden and William Knox, 
of the third part. The plaintiff, Mr. John 
Marshall Davies, “The Barn,” Carrick- 
fergus, Co. Antrim, sued as personal repre- 
sentative of Mary Jane Alexander; and the 
defendant, Mr. Robert Arthur Alexander, of 
“ Portglenone House,” Antrim, was sued in 
the matter as heir-at-law of Mary Jane 
Alexander. ! 

The appellant now applied for an order 
reversing Mr. Justice Meredith's order, and 
declaring in lieu thereof, in answer 
to the second question, that the 
two undivided thirds of the lands 
were not converted into personal estate on 
the passing of the Land Act of 1923, the case 
to be referred back to Judge Meredith to 
answer the other questions mentioned. 

Mr. G. Walker, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgibbon, 
K.C., and Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Mr. 
Nathaniel Taylor) appeared for the appellant 
and defendant; and Mr. Overend, K.C.: Mr. 
Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed by 
Messrs. Crookshank, Leech, and Fetherston- 
haugh) for the respondent and plaintiff. 

It appeared that before the proceedings in 
this case were instituted an agreement had 
been entered into for the sale and purchase of 
the lands for about £10,000, the yearly 
income from the rents amounting to £500 or 
upwards, 

When Mr. Walker, K.C., and Mr. Fitz- 
gibbon, K.C., had concluded their arguments 
in support oí the appeal, 

The Chief Justice pointed out that thev 
considered it doubtful whether the Court had 
jurisdiction to decide the question in this 
case which had arisen in connection with the 
administration of an estate, and which had 
already been under consideration in the Land 
Commission Court. 

Mr. Overend, K.C.. said that it would be 
unfortunate if their lordships should come to 
the conclusion that they had no jurisdiction 
to decide the question raised in the case. He 
submitted that this Court had all the 
jurisdiction of the old Chancery Court iv 
hear and determine an equity question such 
as this. He admitted that the case had 
been already under the consideration of the 
Judicial Commissioner with reference to 
certain aspects of it, but he certainly beheved 
their jordships had jurisdiction to decide the 
uestion. The Judical Commissioner, Mr 
Justice Wylie, had undoubtedly jrisdic 
tion in the matter, but his jurisdiction was 
not exclusive. 

Mr. Walker, K.C., agreeing, also stated 
that the jurisdiction of the Land Commission 
Court was not exclusive, and he wou!d 
like their lordships to. deal with the case 
and decide the question at issue. 

After some _ consultation, the Chief 
Justice said that they would consider the 
matter further, and let the case stand 
adjourned till Monday, as the Conrt of 
Criminal Appeal would be sitting there 
to-day,

‘The Saorstdt 
was the only country in Europe that had 
separated fiscally from another country and 
at the same time had taken over no share 
whatever of public debt.

Captain REDMOND (National League, 
Wateriord) referred to the campaign which 
had been carried on throughout the country 
for the past couple of years, and 
which “on the unsophisticated minds of 
the farmers of Ireland left the impression 
that they would not have to pay their 
annuities in future.

FINANCE MINISTER'S VIEWS. 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister of Finance, said 
that the delay im putting the motion to 
have the question of land annuities debated 
in the Dail, made him doubt the sincerity 
of the Fianna Fail Party in the matter, 
and also their contention that it was a some- 
thing’ arising out of the ultimate financial 
settlement. Any deputy who considered the 
question would have known that the ultimate 

nancial settlement had nothing whatever to 
do with the payment of land annuities, apart 
from income tax on these annuities. In con- 
necting the matter with the ultimate financial 
settlement Fianna Fail had refused to deal 
with the matter ‘seriously, and tried to use it 
as a platform stunt. 

The President had. made it perfectly clear 
that wiping out Article 5 of the Treaty did 
not interfere with the payment of land 
annuities to the appropriate British fund, The 
debt, which was being repaid by these 
annuities of the Irish farmers, was an assot 
belonging to the British Government, and a 


public debt, and not governed by the same 
considerations. 

It should be quite clear to deputies that 
the responsibility for paying these sums over 
to the appropriate British fund imposed no 
charge on the public at charge. 

He thonght that it was most improbable, 
no matter how strong our case, that any 
arbitrator would let the Free State off 
altogether, or give as good a result as they 
had got by the agreement of December, 
1925. He was perfectly satisfied that any 
arbitrator on the question of the land annui- 
ties would give a decision against the Free 
State. 

The attempt to embezzle the annuities 
would, he thought, ultimately bring consider- 
able trouble and damage and humiliation on 
this country; and the attempt that was being 
made on the cupiditv or credulity of people 
who were not well informed on matters 
of this kind was really a thing that 
would endanger the future peace and 
prosperity and honour of the country. Te 
was perfectly satisfied that naked attempts 
at repudiation of this sort would have a very 
damaging effect on the country, and wonld 
certainly throw back every prospect of in- 
dustrial progress. 

He did not know whether there was any 
use’ in asking the people on the opposite 
benches to try to look on the case on its 
merits, and to get rid of misrepresentations 
and the platform sort of sunburstry that they 
had heard that day, and to see whether on 
the moral or the legal side they had any case 
for reopening; and whether if a reopening 
were secured it would not leave them dis- 
tinctly worse off than we were at present. 

It was his own opinion that if the case 
were reopened it would leave them worse off. 
He considered that they were bound to pay 
the annuities, and a reopening might possibly 
lead to a revision of December, 1925. He 
thought they were very lucky to have got the 
agreement, 


MR. DE VALERA’S REPLY. 

Mr. DE VALERA rose at 10 o'clock to 
reply, He said that ithe Minister for Agricul. 
tore had tried ta draw a‘red herring across 
the whole discussion, instead of dealing with 
the case. He had quoted from specches by 
him (Mr. de Valera) in reference to this 
matter, but he (Mr. de Valera) stood over 
every single word in his speeches. He had 
said that there was no obligation to hand 
over the annuities to a foreign exchequer, and 
he said so still. He had had consultations 
with seven responsible iawyers on this matter, 
and he had submitted questions to four of 
these lawyers. ‘Il: questions and answers 
were — 

(1) Whether the stock created under the 
Irish Land Acts 1891 to 1909 forms 
aaasaaaaaaa shrdiu cmivyp shrdlu etoin om 
part of the public debt ot the United King- 
oa on 6th December, 19212 Answer, 
sé "es.”' 

(2) Whether, arising out of the Articles of 
Agreement for Treatv dated 6th December, 
192], there is an obligation on the Free 
State Government to transmit to the British 
Government the annuities accruing due from 
time to time under the lvish Land Act, 1891, 
or any part thereof? Answer, “ No.” 

(á) Whether the “instrument dated 19th 
March, 1926, entitled the ultimate financial 
settlement between the British Government 
and the Irish Free State is binding on the 
Irish Free State? Answer, '“ No.” 

(4) Whether the retention by the Irish 
Free Staie of the amount cf the 
annuities above referred to would in any 
way affect the rights of the holders of stock 
to eye dividends upon the stock? Answer 
‘No.’’ 

The four lawyers, said Mr. de Valera, were 
Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C.; Mr. James 
Geoghegan, K.C ; Mi. George Gavan Duffy, 
and Mr, C. Maguire. He had submitted the 
same questions to Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., 
and his answers were the same. 

On ‘a division the motion was defeated by 
79 votes to 60. 

The House adjourned at 10.45 until 10.30 
a.m. to-day.

A GOOD SAMARITAN. 


Emily was physically the strongest 
member of the family; yet she was 
miserable away from home. It was 
Charlotte who arranged that she should 
become housekeeper in the parsonage. 
Emily’s-spare time was spent in rambling 
on the hills and dales around Haworth 
or in being a good Samaritan to those in 
trouble. ) 

This did not end Charlotte’s manage- 
ment. On a e day in the autumn 
of 1845 she discovered a little pocket- 
book corttaining Emily’s poems, and was 
captivated by their originality. She did 
not rest until she had secured Emily’s 
unwilling consent to publish a few of 
these poems, together with Anne’s second- 
rate and her own third-rate prosy rhymes. 

So a famous little book, entitled 
“Poems by Currer, Ellis, and Acton 
Bell,” appeared in the literary market. 
It cost the authors upwards of thirty 
pounds in hard cash. Perhaps, two copies 
were sold. This is not very surprising 
when we consider that Emily’s “ peculiar 
music, wild, melancholy, and elevating ’’ 
was sandwighed in between Charlotte’s 
and Anne’sf@mmonplace productions. 

It was,” perhaps, through Emily’s 


- suggestion that the three sisters Bronté 


resolved to be known to the world as the 
three brothers Bell. They would certainly 
have suffered a social boycott if Emily’s 
poems hr! been published under her own 
name. Many early Victorians would 
consider it indecent for a parson’s 
daughter to compose such lines as these— 


So stood I in Heaven’s glorious sun, 
And in the glare of Hell. 
“ má spirit drank a mingled tone 
Of Seraph's song and Demon’s moan: 
What my soul bore, my soul alone 
Within itself may tell! 


Meanwhile the Misse: Bronté had 
written novels. Charlotte had finished 
& romance entitled “The Professor,” 
which was not published until after her 
death and is of small importance. Emily 
and Anne were more fortunate. The 
former's “Wuthering Heights” and the 
latter's ‘‘ Agnes Grey’’ were duly accepted 
for publication. 


A PUBLISHING ACCIDENT. 


Charlotte’s second essay in fiction, 
“Jane Eyre,” was published while her 
sisters’ books were still in the hands of 
the printers. The point to note is that. 
not a line of '“ Jane Eyre’’ was written 
before both Charlotte and Anne had read 
Emily’s only novel in manuscript and had 
Anne’s second 
venture, ‘‘The Tenant of Wildfell Hall,” 
is not a great novel. Still it has been 
underpraised rather than over-praised. 
Anyhow, it is vastly superior to “ Agnes 
Grey.” 

Now this publishing accident had an 
outcome which would have delighted 
Charlotte had she lived to a ripe old age. 
She rather despised most of those who 
lionised her because they had hardly a 
good word to say about Emily’s genius. 
“Jane Eyre’’ was, and still is, the most 
popular of the Bronté novels, while 
“Wuthering Heights’’ has been valued 
by a select few. It would have fallen 
dead in the literary market but for the 
widely-shared belief that Emily’s novel 
was really written by Charlotte. 

So “Jane Eyre’’ nurtured “ Wuthering 
Heights "’ until, in the fullness of time, 
Swinburne revealed to the world its true 
greatness. Sir James Barrie may not 
have been far wrong when he affirmed the 
other day that Emily Jane Bronté is 


“our greatest woman.”’

Al Famous Surgeon.

(Baillitre, Tindall and Cox, 21s. net). 
The book is at ance the record of a noted 
surgeon’s experience and a memorial to a 
remarkable Irishman. Of its medical 
value, it is not for a layman to speak ; 
although he may remark that Sir John 
’Conor has an unusually breezy manner 
of conveying his 
counsel, and that it 
is interesting to find 
so considerable an 
authority denouncing 
teetotalism as a main 
eause of arterioscle- 
rosis, or “ dry-rot’’ 
in the system, especi- 
ally among sedentary 
persons. 

The memoir which 
accompanies Sir John 
O’Conor’s ‘ Reflec- 

3 tions’’ says that he 
Tue Late Stix Jonn was born at Carrick- 
O’ Conor. on-Shannon in 1863, 

a scion of the O’Conor Roe family. His 
father, Mr. Abraham O'Conor, was a 
famous swimmer and held medals for the 
saving of four lives in Carrick and three 
in Kilkee, earning the soubriquet of 
“ Boots and all” by his readiness to 
plunge into the river or sea. John 

‘Conor was known in Trinity. College, 
Dublin, as a fine athlete; and although 
he was once all but “ sent down ” for 
lighting a bonfire in “ Botany Bay,” he 
finish his academic career with all 
honour, He sailed for the Argentine in 
1889 to take up a post as doctor to a 
mining company ; but the company failed, 
and he tried his luck in Buenos Aires. 
There he rose to fame; for the British 
Hospital is one of the most considerable 
medical institutions in the new world. 
His war work earned him the K.B.E.

Are horses “cattle "7 Is a bicycle 
a ‘‘carriage’’ for the purposes of “toll”? 
Is a house a “factory ”/ Is a bedstead 
“bedding” 7 The word ‘‘tramcar”’ was, 
not long ago, dragged from court to court 
to determine whether it was a “‘ carriage ”’ 
or a ‘‘coach’’; and it was not until it 
had been haled before the supreme 
tribunal of the Lords that it was finally 
labelled a “‘ coach.”’ 


“‘ NECESSARIES.” 


Probably no word has been the object of 
so much learned and heated discussion as 
“‘necessaries’’—such as parents and 
guardians are legally bound to provide for 
a person under age. What may be 
“‘mecessary’’ for a person of one class 
may be a luxury for another of lower 
degree, and the problem is to determine 
what are “‘necessaries’’ in hundreds of 
different cases. Thus it has been held 
that a fur overcoat is reasonable for a 
minor of good expectations, while a 
camera is not permissible to another; and 
that one infant may be entitled to a motor 
car while to another a push bicycle is a 
luxury. 

Actions by the hundred have been 
brought to determine what is ‘‘negligence”’ 
and what is an ‘‘accident’’ in the view of 
the law, the interpretation naturally de- 
pending on the particular case. The 
problem—Is a hotel a “ shop ’’ ?—proved 
almost as difficult to solve as a Chinese 

uzzle. Counsel waxed eloquent and 

eated, and grave Judges wrinkled 
harassed brows over it, before the answer 
at last came that a hotel was a “shop” 
for the purposes of the Shop Hours Act. 
Similarly it was settled, after months of 
contention, that a railway porter is no 
longer to be regarded as a railway porter 
when he is not engaged on the company’s 
work—as when he is off duty and 
occupied in carrying boxes for a private 
individual. 

The lawyers’ dictionary is full of such 
verbal puzzles, not one of which would 
present the least difficulty to the average 
layman—such as, to mention a few only, 
chosen at random—church and country 
house; conspiracy and riot; debt and 
dwelling-house; fancy bread, hotel, 
hospital, assets, mistake, merchant, and 
convicted felon. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF WORDS. 


Nor have words any monopoly in the 
land of legal puzzledom. Every week 
almost brings some new problem for 
solution. “Thus it required a formidable 
array of counsel to decide that a thief 
may be guilty of pocket-picking, although 
the pocket explored has nothing in it; 
and that a man may be punished for 
stealing his own property. 

In the latter case a plaintiff sued 
Messrs. Pickford for the value of a box 
left in their custody, which was after- 
wards found in his own house. He was 
arrested on the charge of theft, and was 
sentenced to a long term of penal servi 
tude. In another equally singular case 
a man was convicted for stealing what was 
undoubtedly given to him. He had asked 
a friend to lend him a shilling, and, when 
a sovereign was handed to him in mistake, 
he promptly pocketed and spent it. When 
the lender discovered the mean fraud 
practised on him, he gave the borrower 
into custody for, bail. có the nineteen 
shillings—the difference between the 
sovereign given ‘and the shilling de- 
manded. 

Few problems have proved more baffling 
to the man of law than questions of sur. 
vivorship—when, for instance, two 
relatives who are heirs toeach other perish 
in a common accident, and it is important 
to ascertain which died first. Thus, 
when the Drummond Castle went down, 
a husband and his wife both lost their 
lives, and the distribution of the property 
depended on the answer to the question: 
Which was the first to die? The natural 
presumption is that the man, being the 
stronger, would make the greatest struggle 
for life, and would thus survive his wife, 
by however narrow a margin of time. On 
the other hand, counsel urged that, as the 
woman's body was found floating, but not 
the man’s, it was reasonable to conclude 
that the latter had gone down with the 
vessel, and had thus died first. This 
argument, however, plausible though it 
was, found no favour with the court, 
which decided that the husband was the 
survivor. 
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DUBLIN FLAG DAYS, 
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ST. JOHN AMBULANCE BRIGADE. 


The St. John Ambulance Brigade collec- 
tors were b yesterday in the streets of 
Dublin and suburbs, and seemed to be doing 
well, judging from the healthy rattle of their 
collecting boxes. 

The main dépét for giving out boxes is in 
Suffolk street, and the window, with its 
posters and rows of boxes, seemed to be at- 
tracting a good deal of attention. In the 
centre was seated a furry personage who has 
taken part in many flag days; he is named 
“*Squeak.’’ It would be difficult to state to 
what species he belongs, but he seems to be 
mostly of the rabbit tribe. The Brigade 
evidently regard him as their mascot. 

This year 116 boxes were distributed, a 
** record’’ number; so (it was remarked to 
the /rish T'imes) if any citizens or citizeness°s 
say that they have not had an opportunity 
of wearing a black and white flag and con- 
tributing to a good cause, they probably are 
not speaking the truth.

A PROPOSED INQUIRY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,— Your correspondent “ Apex,’”’ writing 
in your issue of the 2th April, credits the 
Journal of the Institute of Bankers in 
Ireland with the statement that the 
Saorstat’s income from foreign investments, 
etc® is £8,324,500, which is not strictly 
correct. The error was, perhaps, a natural 
ene, as your extract from the Institute 
Journal, published on the 29th April, did 
not include the detailed figures of invisible 
exports and imports on which the calculations 
were based. I give these figures below in the 
event of your having sufficient space to 
publish them in this letter :—

The figure £8,324.500 is the amount by 


which invisible exports (including the income 
from foreign investments) exceeds invisible 
imports—in other words, it is the ret income 
from all ‘‘invisible’’ sources. The income 
from foreign investments is, as shown, 
£12,500,000; and directly opposed to this it 
will be seen that the Suurstat pays out 
£5,700,000 yearly as the price of foreign 
capital invested in its home industries ard in 
various forms of business, such as insurance, 
etc. ‘*Apex’s”’ error in this respect does 
not, of course, affect the grounds on which 
he bases his main conclusions, 

These figures were kindly supplied to the 
Institute by the Saorstat Department of 
Statistics, and are, of course, authentic; but 
whether they go as far as might be desired 
in revealing all sources of invisible income 
Or expenditure may, at least, be open to 
doubt. It is difficult, as “ Apex’’ says, to 
explain the fact that the net income from 
abroad (other than that from sales of mer- 
chandise) is only £8,324,500, while the ad- 
verse trade balance—i.¢.. the excess of pur- 
chases over sales—is £12,846.,000, leaving a 
discrepancy of £4,521,500. If the country is 
to be considered financially solvent and pay- 
ing its trade debts out of income the one 
should balance the other. 

One would hardly like to go so far as 
“Apex” in saying that the Saorstat 1s 
piling up an annual debt of 44 million pounds 
abroad, in order to purchase goods for which 
no immediate means of payment exist. Im- 

s are, of course, largely financed by 
ankers’ credits, bills of exchange and other 
documents, which means that a certain pro- 
rtion of the payment for current purchases 
is outstanding at any time and constitutes a 
debt, but this debt is of a short-dated char- 
acter, and is always in process of being ex- 
tinguished. Moreover, the same thing applies 
to exports—a certain proportion of the pay- 
ment for them is outstanding under short- 
dated credits. The only other form of credit 
available is the private credit given by trad- 
ing firms, and it-is inconceivable that this 
could account for such a large volume of 
purchases as millions out of a total 
trade of £58 millions (which was the total 
of imports for 1928). One is inevitably driven 
to the conclusion that the balance is made 
up in another way—namely, by drawing upon 
the country’s invested capital. Much of the 
Saorstat’s invested capital ties in a form 
readily enough available for this purpose on 
foreign money markets.
